Charge Against Agitators. 

The usual allegation against a political 
agitator is that he Is a suspicjous person, or 
that he has conspired against the govern- 
ment, or that he has read and distributed 
seditious literature. 

Many of the Siberian exiles who have, ac- 


cording to their respectirve grades, more or 
less freedom of action, will elect to remain 


on the farms which they have made fruitful, 
but, on the other hand, thousands will find 
their way back. 

It is not yet known whether provision for 
their repatriation at the expense of the 1 
will de made. 

Many of the younger exiles are asad 
to goin the army in the far east if the war 
lasts. This expectation may accelerate the 
work of barrying out the imperial decree. 
It will prove no small undertaking, and it 
may be months before expatriates in remote 
regions hear of their good fortune. 


Similar Manifesto by Alexander II. 

It is recalled that in 1856, after the Crimean 
war, the czar, Alxander II., issued a similar 
manifesto, but at that time there were noth- 
ing like as many political offenders under- 
going punishment. 

Although agitation for reforms in Russia’ 
has been carried on for more than 100 years 
it was not until thirty-five or forty years ago 
that the propaganda became systematized. 
| Naturally an impetus was given to the prose- 
cutlon of offenses against the integrity of the 


F autocracy, | 


It may be that somewhere in the archives 
of the government there are records to show 
how manx, exiles there are, and where and 
how they are situated, but so far as the gen- 
eral public is concerned it can only guess at 
the number of beneficiaries of the manifesto. 


Step IS a Thank Offering. 
It was said that the imperial manifesto 
of 1856 was issued that Alexander II, be- 


dieved that the reverses sustained by his

to the reactionary policy of his government. 
The coincidence is noted, but, of course, no 
one here suggests that the trend of events 
in the far east has anything to do with the 
present policy of Nicholas II.

| Nicholas Is 

The emperor has always been credited 
with progressive ideas, held in leash to some 
extent by bureaucratic methods and the 
traditions of his house. 

His grandfather initiated a liberal policy 
in 1856, a policy that reached its highest frui- 

in 1861 with the liberation of the serfs, 


and which would have culminated, many. 


Buropean statesmen think, in the granting 
of a constitution to his people but for his 
death at the hands of Rusokoff, the bomb 
thrower, in 1881.

Sentences Less Severe. 

Furthermore it provides for a general re- 
duction in sentences for common law offenses, 
classes and for first offenses among the sea 
and land forces, and remits arrears owing 
to the state for the purchases of land and 
other direct imposts. 

Next to the redemption of political offend- 
ers the decree affecting the internal affairs’ 
of Finland are most important, for many rea- 


sons, and it may lead, diplomatists here think, 
to the paci on ot that people, to a large 
extent. 


Unrest in Finland. 

Until a.comparatively recent date the 
people of Finland enjoyed a larger measure 
of independence, perhaps, than was known 
to any other part of the czar’s domains. 
A reactionary policy, for which the late 
Minister or the Interior von Plehve was 
considered responsible, resulted in a feeling 
of unrest throughout the country, and there 
has been much talk of a revolution, with a 
number of to add fuel to 
the fire. . 

Land Laws ‘Cause Friction. 
The land laws have been the subject of 
bitter controversy and many schemes have 
been suggested for bettering the condition 
of landless persons. Up to 1864 the nobles 
had the exclusive right to hold land, entirely 
exempt from taxation, but this oppressive 
system was abolished, and now anybody. 
can own any kind of land. , 

Legislation has looked for years to an equit- 
able distribution of the land, and ‘with this 
end in view the hypotheksforening was or- 
ganized for the purpose of lending money to 
parishes at 2 per cent for forty years. These 
parishes have used it to provide independ- 
ent homes for the people. 


Grievarices Are Presented. 

‘The grievances of the Finns against the 
Russian government were epitomized last 
November by a number of exiles living in 
Berlin, who sought an audience with the czar 
while he was in rmstadt, and presented 
a memorial. His majesty refused the audi- 
ence but accepted the memorial. The me- 
morial declared that the measures adopted 
in the last five years have undermined the in- 
dependence and impartiality of the courts, 
substituting therefor the arbitrary wishes of 
the governor. The old right of prosecuting 
officials for infringements of the law has 
been abolished, and another evil is that 
offices in Finland have been given to Rus- 
slans, who are ignorant of the laws and civil 
conditions of the country, as well as of the 
language. 

Complain of Military Law. 

“The military law,“ continued the me- 
morial, “sanctioned by your majesty’s 
grandfather, with the assurance that it 
would remain in force until constitutionally 
abolished, has been removed by a one sided 
government decree which compels Finnish 


“youth to serve in Russian regiments, and the 


native language has been illegally suppressed 
in administrative channels. All rights guar- 
anteed by Alexander I. and reiterated by his 
successors, as well as the reforms instituted 
by the latter, are now broken to fragments 
in order to make room for autocratic gov- 
ernment. | 

In the earlier years of your majesty’s 
reign the confidence of the Finnish people re- 


mained unshaken in the belfef that their 
rights would de preserved and that they 
could continue to discharge their duties to- 
ward Russia and the crown. 

Now, however, all this is reversed and 
unrest and discontent prevail everywhere.” 
Former Acts Looking to Reforms. 

The Emperor Nicholas has from time to 
time since ascending the throne promulgated 
reforms, and his professed zeal for peace led 
him to suggest The Hague tribunal to other 


nations of the earth. 
A year ago last month he abolished the use 


ot the knout in prisons. This doesn’t mean 


that corporal punishment was dispensed 


with in such institutions, but he abolished 


the harshest remnants of the“ barbaric pun- 
ishments of former times~—namely: castiga- 


‘tion with cudgels and cat-’o-nine-tails, chain- 


ing to the car and shaving the head, which 


were still inflicted for certain offenses on 
persons exiled to penal settlements or to the 


mines. | 
Use Birch Rods. 

Castigation with the cat-o’-nine-tails and 
even with cudgels not infrequently ended in 
death, and was one of the harshest forms 
ot the death penalty, being death by torture. 
Only the most hardened prison administra- 
tors could stand the terrible sight of the 
death of human beings under the measured 
blows of the cat-o’-nine-tails. 

The cudgel and the cat are replaced in 
the new statute by prolongation of term or 
by solitary confinement up to 100 days with 
bread and water, except every third day, 
when hot food is served at one meal. 

The revised statute of June 15 prescribes 
chastisement with birch rods up to 100 blows 
“for slight offenses and misdemeanors.” 
In furtherance of the proposed domestic 
reforms a new law was promulgated last 
year giving factory employés the right to 
appoint delegates from the coworkers to rep- 
resent their interests in conferences with the 
factory inspectors.

The christening tomorrow will take place in 
the palace church at Peterhof in the presence 
of a brilliant assemblage of diplomats, cour- 
tiers, statesmen, generals, and admirals.

No doubt exists that a free exchange of the 
views held by the sovereigns of Russia, Ger- 
many, and Great Britain on controverted 
points like contraband of war, the right to 
sink neutral ships, etc., will certainly even- 
tuate in a better understanding and make 
more easy the Se EEE of any future in- 


cidents.

Millions of Debts Released. 


Referring to the section remitting the ar- 
rears owing the state for the purchase of 
land, the baron said: “ Formerly the serfs 
were inseparable from the land. When a 
parcel of land was sold, an appropriate num- 
ber of souls would be sold with it. When 
the emancipation act was passed the land- 
lord was forced to sell land to the tenants at 
the government valuation. 

In order to assist the peasants, who had 
no capital, the government issued bonds for 
the land, which have been gradually re- 
deemed by the land purchasers. The money 
was paid in small installments. Many of 
these bonds have not yet been redeemed. 
The manifesto will release millions of dol- 
lars in the aggregate, although the individ- 
ual amounts are small. 

In Finland, where the emancipation act 
was passed prior to its enactment in Russia, 
many of the serfs who were not tenants were 
not entitled to buy land. They had not been 
considered part of the property as had the 
serfs in Russia. They were only laborers— 
accessories. The $1,500,000 set aside for them 
in the present manifesto will assist them in 
acquiring property. Considering the great 
number of former serfs the amount is com- 
paratively small. Still it may be a to 
by subsequent proclamations. 

Relatives of Deserters Released. 

“The promise of amnesty to the Finns 
who emigrated from Russia and Finland 
without authority refers to those who during 
the recent military and educational dispute 
left without passports, and are not entitled to 
return.

JAPANESE REPORT ENGAGEMENT 
WITH RUSSIAN SHIP. 


Cruiser Tsushima Alone Is Given Credit 
for Defeat of Caar’s Fast Fighting 
Boat—Engagement Lasted About an 
Hour, When Russians Gave Up and 
Madea Run for Port—Attacking Ves. 
sel Is Itself but No 
TOKIO, Aug. 23, 5 p. m. The Japanese pro- 
tected cruiser Tsushima alone d:feated the 
Russian cruiser Novik. The first engagement 
occurred on Saturday, Aug. 20, and the Japa- 
nese protected cruiser Chitose finished the 
destruction of the Russian ship on Sunday. 
The details of the engagement reached the 
navy department here today. At dawn of 
Saturday the Chitose arrived at a point 
twenty miles northwest of Rebunshiri island, 
and proceeded to search the Soya (La 
Perouse) strait. The weather was heavy and 
the Novik was not discovered. 


Search Seas for Novik. 

At S o’clock Saturday morning the Chitose 
and the Tsushima met close to Rebunshiri 
island. The Tsushima had previously been 
searching to the westward. After the meet- 
ing of the two Japanese cruisers the Chitose 


took up a line extending from Soya point 


to Cape Shiretoko, and the Tsushima was 
dispatched toward Korsakovsk, 


The Tsushima found the Novik off Korsa- 


kovsk harbor at 4:30;0’clock in the afternoon, 
It immediately signaled the discovery to the 
Chitose by wireless telegraph and at once 
attacked the enemy. The Novik was hit 
frequently by the ‘fire from the Japanese 
cruiser, and at 5:40 it retreated to the inner 
anchorage at Korsakovsk. It was then en- 
veloped in white smoke and was evidently on 


fire. 
Ja ese Cruiser Crippled. 

The Tsushima had received projectiles 
through bunkers Nos. 6 and 8. It was 
leaking badly and listing and was forced to 
withdraw out of the range of the Novik's 
guns for temporary Tepairs. These were 
effected that evening. 


The Chitose joined the Tsushima atter sun- 
down of Saturday. The Tsushima was sent 


to guard the strait and the =— watched 
Korsakovsk harbor. 

At dawn of Sunday the Chitose advanced to 
the Korsakovsk anchorage and discovered 
that the Novik had been beached close to the 
town, and that the crew of the Russian vessel 
appeared to be ‘disembarking. The Chitose 
shelled the Névik from 6:25 until 7:14. The

MAN ENDS HIS LIFE ON DAY BE-

Elliott Rickert, 50 Years Old, Kills

To end his matrimonial difficulties, Patrick | 
Foley, 886 Harrison street, told the Des- 
plaines street police he worked in the stock- 
yards, hoping he would be killed by strikers. 
His plan failing, he attempted to kill him- 
self last night in Samuel Marks’ pawnshop, 
206 Madison street. 

Foley said he had quarreled with his wife 
and decided to commit suicide. His courage 
failed him, he said, and ne went to the stock- 
yards the next morning and secured employ- 
ment as a driver for Swift & Co. He declared 
he told nearly every one he met he wasn 
nonunion man, expecting to be attacked and 
probably killed, but no one molested him, 
He even quarreled with his companions, ac- 
‘cording to his story. 

Next, he said, he decided to drive out of the 
stockyards and into a crowd of union pick- 
ets, but he was prevented by an official of 
the company. He was discharged for at- 
tempting to leave the stockyards. 

Foley entered Marks’ place at 8 o ‘clock and 
asked to be shown a revolver. The proprie- 
tor, at Foley’s request, loaded it. The latter 
slowly held it to his heart and pulled the 
trigger. Marks saw his action and caught 
the weapon just as the cartridge exploded. 
Foley received only a slight flesh wound.

AGAIN ATTEMPT IN VAIN 
To END SUGAR RATE WAR. 


Western Roads Seek to Stop Demoraliza- 
tion Caused by Tariff of Only 5 Cents 
from N to St. Louis. 


ew. but fruitless, efforts were made yes- 
terday by the western roads to bring about 
an adjustment of the sugar rate complica- 
tions. All the Chicago lines have put into 
effect a 5 cent rate from Chicago to St. Louis, 
which, added to the cut rate of 5 cents from 
St. Louls to the Missouri river, makes a 
tariff from Chicago to Kansas City of 10 
cents a 100 pounds, or a cut of 17 cents. 

Some of the roads threaten to make a 5 
cent rate from Chicago to the Missouri river 


if a settlement is not reached soon. 


There has been trouble over sugar rates 
for more than a year, owing to competition 
between the southern and eastern sugar in- 
terests. The rates a month ago were re- 
stored to 87 cents from New Orleans to the 
Missouri river, 27 cents from Chicago to the 
Missouri river, and 22 cents from St. Louis 
to the Missouri river. It was discovered, a 
few days ago, that one of the southern lines 
was making a 82 cent rate from New Or- 
leans to the Missouri river. This angered 
the Burlington, which cut its rates.

why all unprotected grade crossings with 
steam and electric roads should not be pro- 
vided with interlocking devices. It is stated 
in the letter that the order is called out by 
the number of grade crossing accidents that 
have occurred recently, and to the end that 
the traveling public may be provided with 
a maximum amount of protection under ex- 
isting physical conditions.

BUYING MOVEMENT. 


. Lateness of Crop, Cool Weather, and 
| Expectancy of Frost Scares the 
Chief Factors in Sharp Advance— 
Wheat Weak Under Heavy Realiz- 
int in Spite of Claims of Frost in 
Manitoba—Public Demand Less En- 


thusiastic—-Other Markets. 


Corn was the big market, and the bull 


market of the grain list. Opening prices 


were unchanged from the previous close, but 
a general speculative demand developed, en- 
couraged by reports of export sales late the 


day before and claims of a continued demand. 


The cool temperatures through the corn belt 


and the reports which began coming in from 
different sections that nights were too cold 


for growth and the crop not making proper 
progress, raised the inyiting prospect of a 


frost. scare. 


Houses with Wall street connections were 


large buyers at the start, this demand fol- 
lowed by buying by southwestern and local 
bulls who had sold out on the recent bulge 


and were reinstating their lines. The early 
selling was mainly by local traders, who 
thought corn ought to break on the weak 
wheat market, and they covered later on the 
sharp advance which carried September up 


2c, to 564%c, the December up 1%c, to 54%c, 


and the May up 10, to 53%c. There was a 
quick reaction of nearly 1c on profit taking 


by some of the early buyers, but the market 


rallied again when some of them turned 
buyers on the break and closed with net 


ga ins of 10 to 1\c. . 


There were reports from Ohlo and Indiana 
that corn did not seem to improve as it should 
from the recent rains. Private reports from 


Iowa declared there would not be half an 


average crop, and the Iowa bulletin saying 


it would be impossible to raise a normal 
crop in that state added to the bullish fervor. 
The forecast for slightly warmer temper- 
ature had no weakening effect. 


Liverpool Buying Corn. 


There was a good deal of uncertainty about 
the export demand. The business done 
Monday, mostly with Liverpool, was put as 
high as 160,000 bu, and there were said to 
be more sales yesterday. But most of the 
exporters declared there were only a few |* 
bids on the basis of Monday’s prices and 
that the advance shut off business. Some 
eastern houses were resellers here. There 
was a good domestic demand, however, with 
sales of about 150,000 bu.

Wheat Market Heavy. 


Not even the new bull motive in wheat of.

Arrest New Manager of “United Under- 
writers of Chice go, 312, 84 La 
Salle Street.

John Steven Sewell and a corps of 
engineers of the United States army, 
who were assigned by the war de- 
partment to act with the engineers 
employed by the underwriters. A state 
of affairs was shown which, it is de- 
clared, demands prompt action on the part 
of the city authorities. In fact, Capt. Sewell 
says, conditions in Pitteburg are as favorable for 
a disastrous conflagration as those in Baltimore,
